REPORT BY :VICE-CONSUL CARLES, 
. OF A JOURNEY FROM SEOUL 
T0 THE PHYONG KANG GOLD- 
WASHINGS IN COREA. - 


-” The reguinr road from 8 
makes a considerable bend fo the east an

hightest uf which is on the’border of the 
Kang-wén and Hom Kyéng- Provincos, 
When returning. fram Gensou last, winter 
to Sdul I heard, howover, of a shorter 
route, aaving 60 out of 560 li, which I gavo 
instroctions to follow, but my pony drivers 
ard Coresn sarvanta, who were greatly 
scored by rumours of armed briganda in- 
feasting. the shorter route, which thoy 
described to me as ‘a mero hill track, 
* purposely took a wrong. turn at Kosan; 30 
mites ‘out fram Gonsan, and I did not 
discover that they had outwitted mo until 
it waa too lato to retrace my steps. My 
annoyance at the extra distance thus entail- 
ed was increased by the report ‘that some 
‘gold mines, the workings at which were 
rumoured to be-far more extensixe than 
any that.I had soon, pxisted in the district 
of Phydng Kang, ‘through - which the 
shorter road prased. . 

Towards 'the end of last month I found 
that Ih few days nt my. disposal, of 
which I thought that I could not make 
bottor nse than by tasting the accuracy of 
the answers, which had been given to-m 
inquiries on this subject, and which, though 
the existence of gold in tho Phyéng Kang 
district ‘was always donied,in the tirat inat- 
anco, all agreed on fuller inquiry in placing 
the number of gold seekers at 3,000 men. 

I neoordingly jeft Soul on the 20ch April 
with Mr TL AB. Allon of Her Majesty's 
Consular Service, Our luggage, servants, 
and provisions, wore carriad on pack ponies, 
but-we.sent our own ponies back aftor “tho 
second day.and complatud the reat of the 
journey on foot, which enabled ua to make 
numerous excursions into tlio country away 
from theroad, Owing tothebackwardapring, 
snow was atill lying on the north faco of tho 
higher mountains, but by the end of the 
‘month a great. change was visible, and 
though none of the trees were even then in 

* sporfeetdaf, ‘tho willdws, alder, poplar, and 
Eireh, were beginning to open their buds,

Outa, beans, millot,.ond reeds.are grown 
upon the plateau which, from its lack of | 
protection against the winds, is said nok to 
permit of othot crops; hemp and potatoos 
are planted whete somo. ahelter*is to be 
found; and rice. where “sufficient soil and 
moijaturo aro. met with together, The 
scantiness of the population prevents their 
being ablo to-clear away the weeds on the 
fallow ground, except by fires; which wore 
aonding up columns ..of. smoke ‘in every.di- 
rection, and for the aame reason the brush- 
wood on.tho hill sides is destroyed in a 
similar manner. .Una night. I counted 
twelve large fires razing in different purts, 
and it is hard to bolieve the people's story 
that the damage done is small, for little at- 
tempt.is nade to limit the field of the,fires, 
ant many are lighted by accident. “Asa 
role, wll but tho dead tress are said.to es- 
cape untouched, but I saw one hill side 
which an accidental fira had Jaid eomplete- 
ly bare. It is not surprising that undor 
these circumstances no cottages are built 
except at a safo distance from the woods. 

Oate and potatoes are very cheap in this 
neighbonrhood, but the sbaence- of any 
large demand for them, and the cost of 
carriage prevent their- being brought to the 
capital for sale, Tho pony hire from Pui- 
namou-tjang to Séul is nearly double that 
of tho cost of the oats, 200 cash or 13 cents a 
bushel and more than treble that of pota- 
toes; 100 cash » bushel. The result is that 
the production is so small that even in 
April there, was. no stock. of either kind 
greator than what was required locally for 
seed and for home consumption. 

The first gold-washing which I visited 
was at Ka-neng-kai, a small village about 
6 miles to the west of . Pai-namvuu-tjaug, 
where about 270 men are raid to ba employ- 
ed. Trenches were being dug in a bank of 
shivgle by the river side, and being driven 
parallel with the course of the stream, 
The men worked in parties of six, with ore 
washer, who managed his wooden bowl very 
cleverly. Only small purticles of gold are 
found, but the results seemed uniform and 
far superior to that of any other place which 
Lhave visited in Corea. , At two.diilerent 
washings which T witnessed, and which 
were suid to give about the average yield, 
three basins of goud earth, representing 
less than an hour’s labour of six men, pro- 
duced about fifteen pieces of gold, small, 
indeed, but clearly visible at three yarda’ 
distance. Farther up the valley, where tho 
men were working in smaller gangs, the 
yield was about ‘the same in proportion to 
tho number of men, but the yréater part of 
the gold-diggera were farther down stream, 
where, presumably, there-is more ore fo at- 
tract them.
